are from Russia to-day.” 


Then followa Captain Curd’s ar- 
ticle (which, since it appeared in 
“The Westminster . Cathedral 
Chronicle’ we must conclude has 
some official support from the Ro- 
man Church authorities) and 
ngainat the horrifying future de- 
scribed by the Editor of the 
“Rock”, Curd can only bring the 
Roman Church abstraction and 
menace. Curd concludes by stat- 
ing that a great many people fn 
England do not appear to realise 
that what is actually in progress 
in Britain is “n gigantic and re- 
lentless religious war,” and he 
maintains, as I have said above, 
that the ultimato determining fac- 
tor “in the vital -decision which 
faces this country (England), will 
very largely depend upon the 
vitality and leadership of the Ca- 
tholic body during the next two 
or three years.” In other words, 
he pitches against “the red Idea”, 
the Roman Church fdea—an ab- 
atraction against an abstraction. 

Even on Captain Curd’s own 
argument and diagnosis, the fu- 
ture of England Is not very plea- 
sant to contemplate {f it depends 
upon “the vitality and Icadership 
of the Catholic ‘body’—for tho 
“Catholic body” has failed miser- 
ably in Russfa, Italy, Germany, 
and in Spain, in which latter 
country It held powerful sway for 
long centuries, to prevent all the 
horrors of civil war and insurrec- 
tion, and in each case tho conflict 
of “idens"—Catholic and red, etc. 
has caused. and is causing tho 
killing of thousands of men. 


Analogies Are 
Dangerous 


But let us suppose that two rival 
medical schools spring up, each 
with a pet germ. Concerning the 
comparative killing strength of 
these germs controversy rages for 
several years until the doctors, 
exasperated, decided on trial by 
experiment. Each schoo] kidnaps 
ten. men and inoculates them, 
with their respective germs, the 
twenty men die, Then tho doctors 
decide simply to run wild with 
their hypodermic necdles inject- 
ing every person thoy can ap- 
proach. At the end of a month 
they meet, amidst a disensed -po- 
pulation of dead and dying people 
and are atill unable to decide 
which germ Is stronger. Abstrac- 
tions are just such germs—such 
bugs! Hypothetical, imaginary, 
unreal, but still devastating bugs!

Hence Germany's ardent de- 
sire that, as in Europe, a settle- 
ment will be achieved assuring 
economic, reconstruction and in- 
ternational exchange of goods. 

After referring to the declara- 
tlon along these lines made by the 
German Ambassador in Washing- 
ton, and to its good reception by 
world opinion, the statement pro- 
teats in strong terms against al- 
legations made: over forcign wire- 
less stations to the effect that Ger- 
many and Italy would welcome in- 
tensification of the Sino-Japnanere 
conflict in view of the Spanish 
civil war. 

DEFAMATIONS 

Bosis of these defamations 
apparently is the German-Japanese 
anti-Communist agreement, which 
hag nothing to do with the Sino- 


Japancse conflict. 

The allegations are depient of 
the irresponsible manner in which, 
it has become customary to re- 
present Germnny’s political aims 
and interests to the rest of the 
world. 

Such public utterances can in no 
way draw attention away from the 
fact aa to who might [n reality be 
interested in the outbreak of hos- 
tilities between China and Japan.

Modernisation 
Of The Home 


As far us Hong Kong is con- 
cerned, I submit, that by giving 
an udequate attention to the teach- 
ing of art subjects, the: Colony 
would ultimately benefit economi- 
cally.

For over a decade both China 
and Japan have had a thriving 
trade in what Is commonly called 
curios, pottery, jewellery, em- 
broidery, carving, ele.

The Eternal 
Repetition 


But what happened in China? 
Nothing much. The eternal repeti- 
tion of the traditional forms still 
goes on, You need only to look 
into the local shops. We all know 
of tho work which has been and 
in atill being done for the madern- 
ination of China, but when Chinese 
art is mentioned most 
still think only of the past achieve- 
ments. 

Tho posltion Is this: a number 
of the Chinese artists are work- 
ing Jn the traditional stylo, which 
means that this work Ja deriva- 
tive, the repetition of popular 
motifs in a popular style. Such an 
art is stationary ond thorofore 
doomed to degeneration. Othors 
have turned definitely to the West- 
ern style, and produce work with- 
out the undoratanding of the 
Western spirit and alms, a hybrid 
work embracing all art move- 
ments from the eightcen-ninetics 
to the surrealists, All efforts are 
confined to so-called fine art; there 
ia no ain of any effort In applied 
arts, though China possesses an 
infinitely rich material which is 
waiting to be developed and adapt- 
ed to modern needs. 


Not Revivalist 
Proposal 


Of course this is not a pro- 

position that the Government of 
the Colony should finance the re- 
vival of art in China, nothing as 
ambitious as that. But I contend 
that if, as is done in Indo China, 
drawing and handicrafts are In- 
cluded in the curriculum of the 
schools, and {ff the students who 
show an aptitude In those sub- 
jects are given an opportunity at 
the Technical School, or otherwise, 
by the establishment of a course 
in applicd-art, the Colony would 
benefit economically by such ao 
step. i : 
There 1s no lack in good crafts- 
men in thé Colony, and if good de- 
signers are available there Is every 
reason to belleve that in a short 
time it would give a great impetus 
to the manufacture of high-class 
glassware, textile goods, toys, 
metalware, jewellery, leather 
goods, pottery, Jacquerware, em- 
broidery. ‘ 

-Now industries mean new op- 
portunities for employment. At 
present the students ‘leaving 
school can only hope for office 
work. Business expansion is cer- 
tainly not fast cnough now-n- 
days to keep up with the number 
of students turned out ‘by tho 
various schools and colleges, and 
if conditions do not change ‘tho 
absorption of these young people 
will becomo ateadily more difficult,

The membrane lining the eham-

As a result of such infle 
tion the valves often become dis- 
torted, warped or curled up on 
themselves, so that the component 
cusps fail to fit accurately. This 
distortion results in either one or 
both of the following defects. in 
the valve function—the cusps may 
fail to come completely together 
when they should be closed, or 
they may be unable to be com- 
pletely relaxed when the valves 
should be open, These defects pro- 
duce the characteristic | sounds 
known aa heart) murmurs, when 
the blood efther flows backward or 
ia impeded in its flow forward 
through the defective valve. Such 
valves merely cause a leakage 
between the connective chambers 
of the heart or into the heart itself, 
und not from the heart outward 
into the body as ia often errone- 
ously. supposed. 


Indigestion And The Heart 


We quite frequently read of a 
prominent person dying ug the re- 
sult of an attack of “acute ine 
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indigestion.” ‘This statement is 
invariably inaccurate, for people 
do not die as a result of acute in- 
digestion, The actual cause of 
death ia heart failure. Perhaps 
the reason for the perslatence of 
this fallacy lies in, the facet that 
the symptoms which manifest 
themselves on seh oceasiona ap 
pear to he-direetly connected with 
the stomach, the real. cate is 
in the heart, which because it is 
chronically diseased, is inenpadle 
of supplying the necessary amount 
of bleod to the stomach for the 
process of digestion. 

Morcover, these attacks usually 
occur at dinnera given in connec- 
tion with some public function, a 
fact which tenda to point to the 
additional factor of the unaceus- 
fomed physical, nervous and men- 
tal atrain to which the individual 
is being subjected. Perhaps you 
will remember a case somewhat 
similiar to this deseribed when a 
British statesman was unable to 
continue at a dinner at the Man- 
sion House, due to a sudden attack 
of “indigestion.” Actually his 
past history all tended to point to 
the partial failure of the heart. 

Food that is to be digested in 
the stomach and the intestines re- 
quires a blood supply from which 
the digestive julees are made, Be- 
cause of the faulty functioning 
of the heart, the full requisition 
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cannot be delivered, hence the 


food cannot be digested fully but 
becomes a fermenting masa, creat- 
ing gas pressure which mechani- 
cally affects the heart and. fur- 
ther interferes with (ts function. 
The disturbance in the stomach 
affecta the pneunogastric nerve, 
the nerve which controla the im- 
pulses to the lungs, heart, and 
stomach, and whose function {it in 
to restrain the heart's action. As 
a reanlt the accelerator nerve, 
which is ordinarily kept In check 
by the inhibitory nerve, dominates 
the situntion and causes the’ al- 
ready harrassed heart to beat at 
a very rapid pace. The worse 
the heart condition becomes, the 
niore emphatic are the stomach 
symptoms. If the heart Is much 
impaired death ensuca.

If this were the solo source of 
purchasing powor, and it was 
always expended aa fast as it was 
recefved, it would appear. thnt 
stability of employment, wagon, 
profits, and prices .might be secur: 
ed, Though more moncy would ba 
wanted for the production and 
consumption of a growing popula- 
tion, this need raise no insupor- 
able difficulty, provided the sourcen 
of money were reliable. 

Unfortunately, the sources of 
money, in tho sense of purchasing 
power, are not reffable. If tho 
whole of the incomes recaived by 
the owning and the working clas- 
ses wore spent on consumables or 
were applied to create new plant 
or other capital (that is, invested), 
there would be no unemployment, 
though capital might be getting 
too much, labour too. little, of tha 
aggregate income, 

But if, as ts the. case, the own- 

ing classes, having oll thoir wants 
(inclusive of luxuries) satiafled by 
sending half thelr Incomes, save 
the other half with a viow to in- 
vesting it for interest or profit, 
they. willl soon discover that no 
further investments are available. 
For the total amount of plant ani 
other capital that can’ be used at 
any time depends upon the rate at 
which the consumptive goods which 
capital exists to produce can get 
a profitable sale. . 
- If there fs put into operation so 
much capital that consumption 
fails to keep pace, thereby causing 
a general slump in prices, much of 
the savings of the rich will lie Idle 
in the banks, waiting for the in- 
vestment market to recover, or 
will be appHed for purely specula- 
tive purposes, which add nothing 
to the volume of wealth. - 

In every trade cycle thia pheno- 
menon of over-saving . occurs, 
checking the rate of production

be rectified, It might scem possible 
to put prices, profits, and wages 
on n satlefactory basis. 

Bofore accepting this view, there 
is another factor that deserves at- 
tention. In addition to the money 
that comes from ‘prices paid for 
productive serviccs, there is other 
money mado by the banks, and 
handod by them to business men 
in long or short term credits. 

Into tho delicacies of. this proco- 
dure (very profitable to the bauks, 
who havo done nothing to earn 
this money) I cannot enter. It 
is, however, a large addition to 
the currency available for pur- 
chasing capital goods, and so en- 
couraging the over-saving process 
in perlods of boom. z 

If the volume of purchasing 
power was, as {n sometimes sup- 
posed, determined by the product 
of gold mines sold to central banks 
and supporting a given amount of 
currency, the. worst disturbances 
would not arise. Gold would be 
fairly apportioned to support the 
amount of currency needed by each 
country for ordinary circulation. 
This ja not whnt happens. . Most 
of the gold to-day ties idle in the 
Treasury at Washington and in 
Paris and London. It is not the 
real regulator of currency and cre- 
dit. These are a mixed concern 
of the Treasurics and tho banks, 

It js to the intorest of the banks 
to manufacture ond lend as much 
money as they dare. If thoy go 
too far and get into serlous trou- 
ble, they can call upon tho Govern- 
ment to help thein out by placing 
tho credit of the nation at their 
disposal. This is, of course, a 
thoroughly unsound procedure. 

The control by the nation of its 
whole monctary system fs esson- 
tiol to the regularisation and se- 
curity of prices, and so, indirectly, 
ito the appointment, of profits and 
wages. 

But no merely monetary reform, 
however complete, will stop, though 
it. would diminish, the waste and 
unemployment due to a capitalism 
which pays too much in profits and 
too little in wages. Nor could any 


‘}money-control confined to a single 


country furnish a reliable basis for 
foreign trade. 

Economic internationalism. must, 
perhaps, precedo political interna- 
tionalism, and the first atop should 
consist-of a reliable co-operation 
for the appointment of the gold 
supply, or whatever other price- 
basis might be preferred to gold, 
and by so easing tho paths of 
forelgn trade to get rid of tho 
tariff and othor barriers which 
fear, loss of confidence, and selfish 
business interests have erected.
